DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly 
suggest the limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination 
of all the claimed features as presented, for example, in independent claim 1 , which 
include a (contact) lens having a first and a second thick zone and a first and second 
thin zone within the lens periphery; a thickness differential of about 200 to about 400 urn 
where each of the thin zones comprises a plurality of horizontally extending iso- 
thickness lines extending from an outermost edge to an innermost edge of the thin 
zone, each line having a thickness that is different from each other line and where in 
each of the thin zones, the thickness linearly increases from outermost line to innermost 
line.
